CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—The most daring 
and ingenious robbery of a public in- 
stitution ever perpetrated in Chicago 
was successfully accomplished at some 
time between Saturday night and this 
morming, when postage stamps to the 
value of $74,610 were abstracted from 
the stamp vault of the Chicago postof- 
fice by operators who bored a passage 
through a steel floor in order to reach 
their plunder. |

six feet to the west from the point 


where they worked, they undoubtedly 
would have carried off nearly $40,000 in 
cash and $800,000 in stamps. 

The burglars’ plan of operation was 
almost identical with that followed by 
the robbery of the vault of the Selby 
Smelting Company near San Francisco 
several months ago. 

The burglars secured entrance under 
the building, and by digging trenches 
and tunneling through cross walls, 
gained a point immediately under the 
vaul& The steel sheets forming the 
Root of the iron room were bored, a 
hole of sufficient size to admit the body 
of a man was made, and through this 
one of the robbers passed the plunder: 
to one or more accomplices below. Th: 
plunder was carried nearly three hun- 
dred feet through the trench under the 
building, then loaded into a wagon that 
was yarns in an alley behind th:

The work of forcing an entrance to 
the v@uit uad evidently been going 
forward with the greatest patience for 
many days. It is felieved, however, 
that the intention of the thieves had 
been to enter the cashier's vault, in 
which there was $35,000 in money and 
stamps valued at hundreds of thous- 
ands ‘of dollars. Ihe bottom of the 
Vauit is of steel, half an inch thick. 
In this ninety-seven holes were 
until a space eighteen inches square— 
to allow the entrance of a 
had been so weakened 
that it w possible to take out the 
whole plate without difficulty. A dry- 
goods stood over the hole thus 
made and concealed the werk of the 
nobbers while it was in progress. When 
discovered today the finger marks of 
one of the birglars were st'li ds. 
ce von the dust ef the box, which 
he pushed to one side. So care- 
fully bad the job been planned that 
men working in other parts of the 
building had not the slightest inkling 
of the daring robbery being worsei 
almost under their nozes. The robbers 
drove up to the southeast corner of 
the postoffice in a wegon, the tracks 
of which could be plainly seen today. 
The building is a temporary affair, and 
the men had only to open a little door 
to admit themeelves under the flooring. 
To reach the vault it was necessary to 
craw!) about 300 feet over odds and ends 
of boards which littered the way. The 
route evidentiy had n carefully 
studied, for a detective, who went un- 
der today without knowledge of loca- 
tions, became lost and was nearly 
overcome by the foul odors before as- 
sistance reached him. Having secured 
their plunder the robbers loaded it into 
the wagon, drove acr a vaca’t ict 
and turned into Wabash avenue 
front of the Art Building. 

Of the $74,610 in stamps taken, $4712 
were taken in “postage due stamps 
and $2269 in special delivery stamps. 
fo the convertible stamrvs amounted: 
to $67,828, but of these $4828 were Pan- 
‘American stamrs of eight and ten cent 
denominations. 

C. F. Spaulding. chief clerk of the 
wholesale department discovered the 
robbery when he openéd the vault at 
7:30 o'clock. The safe had been locked 
with its contents apperently secure at 
five pm., Saturday. Mr. Spaulding at 


once notified Postoffice Inspector Stuart, 


who hurried from his home and at once 
began an investigation, assisted by his 
deputies and a uad of detectives 
from the City Hall. 

After completing the search the in- 
spector sald: 

“It is the largest stamp robbery ever 
done in the history of the portal ser- 
vice in this country. To get to the 
vault the men entered through a trap 
door. A few feet in they encountered 
a brick wall which they dug through 
rather than prow! around looking for 
a clearer route. The wall. like others 
under the building, is of flimsy con- 
struction, and it could not have taken 
them long to pick their way through 
it. A hundred feet or so farther on, 
they ran against another wal) and this 
also they dug through. On the way 
they also encountered a number of 
pipes and as the floors are but two 
feet in some places three feet above 
the ground they tunneled under the 
piper. Their whole course is plainly 
marked In this way. The wholesale 
vault, like the cashier's vault, and the 
money order vault, is supported by a 


brick wall. It forms a square and 
therefore was air-tight. In this the 
robbers broke two holes, possibly to 


secure more air, for the place un- 
doubtedly was very foul, or to have 
an extra place of egress in. case of 
discovery. For light they used dry 
batteries, one of which they left be- 
hind. This battery one of my men dis- 
covered, It and the wagon tracks are 
the only clews we have at present. The 
space under the vault is large enough 
to allow a man to stand upright and 
their work must have been compara- 
tively easy with the drill and steel 
saws which they used. The stamps 
were arranged in 20 pound bundles. 
and the weight of the load they car- 
ried off must have been 500 pounds. 
Evidently one man handed in pack- 
ages down to the others waiting be- 
low. As their progress must have been 
slow carrying even one bundle through 
all those tunnels, crawling on al! fours, 
I judge they worked for hours getting 
their booty to the wagon. I cannot 
tell how many men worked at the job. 
Every effort will, of course © 
to recover the property, and capture 
the men who took it.“

Assassin Gives Up Ali 
Earthly Hope. 


Preparations Making 
for His Execution. 


He Says He Shot McKinley 
Because He Talked About 
Prosperity.

(N. T.) Oct. 21.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] When State Superin- 
tendent of Prisons Collins was here the 
week before last with the State Parole 
Board he had a long talk one night 
with Czolgosz, President McKinley's 
murderer. Superintendent Collins spent 
several hours with the assassin in an 
endeavor to ascertain if Czolgoss's 
shooting of the President was the re- 
sult of a plot laid by a band of anar- 
chists who had chosen Czoigoss as the 
instrument to execute the plot. 

Superintendent Collins told Czoilgossz 
that he must fully realise that he 
to die, and said that he might be 
to help him should Cxzolgoss desire to 
avail himeelf of the opportunity to 
turn State's evidence, as it were, in 
case he had acted as the result of a 
corpiracy of anarchists in killing the 
Pi dent. 

“You can't help me,” said Czolgosz. 
“No one can help me.“ 

This was the substance of Czol- 
gosz s replies to Superintendent Col- 
Uns's repeated efforts to have him un- 
bosom himself. Czolgoss refused to ad- 
mit any acquaintanceship with promi- 
nent anarchists, and the only time he 
apparently showed any interest in his 
talk with the superintendent was when 
the latter remarked: 

“Emma Goldman says she gave you

“Did she say that?“

“Well, she never did.“ replied Czol-

Czoigoss related to the superintend- 
ent the hard time he had to get 
along, remarking that. his mother 
died when he was young and that his 
father married a second time. He eaid 
that his stepmother's treatment of her 
children was such as to gradually 
drive them away from home, and that 
after she came there they were com-

Domestic Cultivation of Cane 180 to 
Be Prohibited—Pian is io Bring About 
Repeal of the Protective Tariff by 
Congress. 


IBY DIRECT WIRE TO-THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—- [Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] The annihilation of the su- 
gar-gtowing industry of the whole 
country is threatened by the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company. Not only 
as an attack been made directly 
against the beet-sugar growers, an in- 
dustry that is thriving now in thir- 
teen States, but the crowers of gugar- 
‘cane in the South must face bankruptcy 
‘if the present schemes of the sugar 
trust are carried out. The plan is to 
‘abolish the protective system, to ad- 
mit sugar free of duty and to turn 
over to the sugar trust and its asso- 
ciates the whole business of refining 
and distributing sugar. 

To remove the duty on sugar, pro- 
tection’ that has started an industry 
which now supplies half. and in time 
could supply the country's whole de- 
mand, would enable the trust to crush 
out competition and put into the pock- 
ets of its owners the greater part 6éf 
the sums it now pays on duty to the 
United States Treasury. The trust's 
champions estimate that the sum to 
accrue to the people composing the 
trust would be more than $54 000,000 
each year. and a home indusfry would 
be blotted out. 

The first evidence of the trust's pur- 
pose came te light today in a circular 
issued by Willett & Gray, whose busi- 
ness it is to collect statistics of the 
sugar-refining trade. This publication 
recommends the abolition of sugar du- 
ties and makes special reference to 
Cuba, and the cost of sugar in Cuba. 
It was the general opinion in the sugar 
trade that the abolition of duties by 
Congress, where the -fight undoubtedly 
will come, will make it impoevible for 
farmers to groW sugar beets profitably.

British workingmen are advocating 
the establishment of a municipal res- 
taurant, where well-cooked meals and 
pure tea, coffee and liquors can be ob- 
tained amid comfortable surroundings 
at moderate prices. A joint deputation 
of the London Trades’ Council and the 
Social‘ Democratic Federation will in- 
vite the London County Council to 
make an experiment with one such en- 
terprise in the heart of London, where 
the great new thoroughfare wil! shortly 
be opened connecting the Strand and 
Holborn.

respondent: 

“During the last few years the 
County Council has acquired for pur- 
poses of public improvement numerous 
licensed saldons, which have been torn 
down and replaced by ordinary shops.

Nebuchandnezzar’s Throne Room. 

The German Oriental Society con- 
firms the reports in American papers to 
the effect that Dr. Koldeway has suc- 
ceeded in discovering Nebuchadnez- 
gars throne room at Babylon. It is a 
gigantic building, about 60 feet wide by 
160 feet long. Exactly opposite the door 
is the niche in which once the royal 
throne stood, and on both sides and on 
the filorthern front of the hall are rich- 
ly colored ornaments. in good preserva- 
tion, which will doubtless prove of the 
highest historical and artistic impo- 
tance. e German expedition has also 
begun excavations in the City of Baby- 
lon, near‘the present village of Jum- 
juma, and has already discovered a 
goodly number of inscribed clay tablets, 
which, according to the testimony of 


the expedition, contain letters, psalms 
and vocabularies. They are, therefore, 


and are specially calculated to further 
the study of the Old Testament. 

With the help of new railway mate- 
rial, the work on the hill of Amraniibu 
Ali is shortly to be resumed, and the 
excavations of this unique Pantheon of 
th: Babylonian metropolis, hidden 
deep down in the earth, promis¢ rich 
and varied discoveries. 

The German Oriental Society does not 
confine its activity to Babylon. It has 
secured two other hills, named Fara 
and Abu Hatah, which are believed to 
contain particularly fine monuments 
dating from 4000 B. C. The two hills 
are not far from Nuffar, where the 
American excavations are being made, 
and the Sultan has already issued an 
frade permitting the excavations.—

AGRICULTURE IN ALASKA. 
Prof, Georgeson Tells of Conditions 


as He Found Them on an Official Tour 


ef Inspection.

TACOMA (Wesh.) Oct. 15.—Prof. C. 
Georgeson, special agent in charge 
of Aleska investigation in agriculture, 
hes returned to Sitka after a two 
menthes tour of inspection of the in- 
terior.

OFFICIAL TRIBULATIONS. 
November 1, W. F. Nichols will take 
the place of territorial auditor, 
ing Dr. George W. Vickers. Dr. Vick- 
ers. admittedly one of the most thor- 
ough officials ever in the office, has filled 
the place for about five years. During 
the last Legisla ture his office was made 
the target for the most violent assaults 
by a number of members of the Demo- 
cratic legislative majority, but toward 
the end of the session the results accom- 
plished by the investigating commit- 
tee’s best were shown by a resolution, 
unanimously adopted, commending Dr. 
Vickers for the manner in which his 
office had been conducted. Dr. Vickers 
explains his resignation by the neces- 
sity for a closer ove ht of the busi- 
ness of the Arizona epublican, of 
which he is owner. His successor has 
been justice of the peace at Wilcox 
and was a member of the last live stock 
sanitary board, and is understood to be 
a thoroughly capable man for the place. 
Following close upon Dr. Vickers’ 
resignation has come demonstration of 
the personal animosity existing between 
Gov. Murphy and Eugene 8. Ives, the 
latter president of the last Democratic 
Legislative Council. Ives it was who 
demanded the committee of investiga- 
tion and is supposed to have directed 
any researches it may have made 
have made into the books of the ter- 
ritorial officers. He has published a 
letter which he wrote to the Governor 
demanding that Vickers be retired, al- 
leg that Vickers, as proprietor of 
the Republican, tried to dicker with a 
lower bidder for the pr:nting of the last 
revised statutes, and tuus to secure to 
the Republican the profitable contract. 
On top of this there comes to Attor- 
ney-General Ainsworth from 1 
W. Wilson of Tucson, a demand that he 
institute suit against Vickers and his 
n to reeover to the territory 
three times the amount of certain war- 
rants alleged to have been illegally 
issued by Vickers. The warrants par- 
ticularly deal with sums paid to the 
Governor from the contingent fund of 
the territory. Objection also is made to 
the warrants issued for the payment of 
the printing of the biennial reports of 
the territorial boards and of the print- 
ing of the brand book for the territorial 
live stock sanitary commission. Wilson 
has been rated as a Republican, and at 
one time had the Republican nomina- 
tion for delegate to Congress. He op-

tion, and seems to train with the Dem- 
ocrats nowadays. The law on which he 
bases his demand was passed by the 
last Legisiature and signed by the Gov- 
ernor. It provides that in case the At- 
torney-General fails to obey the man- 
date of the citizen who complains 
against a territorial officer, the citizen, 
after twenty days thereafter, himself 
may institute the action.

SANTA MONICA, Oct. 21.—[From 
The Times Resident Correspondent.) 
The recurrence of the seasons is bring- 
ing some notable developments along 
this part of the coast in the way of 
fishing as a sport. Gradually those 
who go down to the sea with patent 
rods and reels and lines of ¢x ng 
fineness are cutting loose from the 
professional fishermen. The latter are 
adepts in getting quantities that will 
make the les come down on the 
right side when their day's catches are 
weighed, but their knowledge of where 
to find the best sport is not always 
comprehensive.

The bottom lies at a depth 
not far from 150 feet. 

‘The sand dab is a small fish which 
is much prised by epicures and is said 
to have a flavor superior to that of 
pompano. It usually feeds at depths 
ranging not far from 150 feet, On the 
prospecting tour Tuesday Capt. Smith 
will carry a variety of lines and bait 
and note the results of the use of the 
several kinds.
